TOP STORIES 



All dailies led with pictures and reports of the three 
bombings that hit the Jordanian capital Amman last night. 
Al-Quds reported that 67 people were "martyred" and 300 
injured when the explosions rocked Grand Hyatt, Radisson SAS 
and Days Inn. In the Grand Hyatt blast, Al-Quds stated, 
Palestinian intelligence official Bashir Nafe' was 
reportedly "martyred." PA President Abbas condemned the 
bombings describing them as crimes against humanity. 

The dailies reported that a 35-year-old Palestinian from 
Issawiyeh village near Jerusalem was shot dead by Israeli 
border police in the French Hill neighborhood of Jerusalem 
yesterday. Israeli radio was quoted as saying that the man 
tried to run over border police members present near an Eged 
bus stop in the area. Issawiyeh residents denied Israeli 
radio's "claims" saying that the man was married with three 
children and a respected owner of a well-known taxi rental. 

The dailies reported that the Palestinian Legislative 
Council (PLC) dropped its demand for President Abbas to form 
a new government and decided not to pursue a no-confidence 
vote against the Quraya' cabinet despite ongoing criticism 
of the cabinet's performance on internal security. 

Al-Quds front-paged a report that Quartet envoy Wolfensohn 
stated that Israeli security demands obstruct the reopening 
of the Rafah crossing, which led to the Quartet decision to 
extend Wolfensohn' s length of duty. In a related report, Al- 
Hayat Al-Jadida said that the World Bank has prepared a plan 
to build three crossings between Gaza and the West Bank to 
allow at least 2100 residents to pass per day. 

Al-Quds reported that EU Foreign and Security Senior 
Coordinator Solana will visit the Middle East later this 
week to determine the EU's political participation in the 
region . 

The dailies highlighted reports that the Muslim Waqf (Trust) 
and the Dajani family of Jerusalem have warned that if the 
Israeli government ' s attempt to convince the Vatican to sign 
a land transfer agreement takes place, this will spark 
trouble among Muslim-Christian relations in the city. 
According to agreement Israel would give the Catholic Church 
control over the room of Last Supper which is reported to be 
in the Nabi Daoud Mosque in Jerusalem, and, in return, the 
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Vatican would hand over control of an^ci^syn^gue in 
Toledo, Spain to the Jewish community there.
